and ſubje&ion that is due to Kings and Princes. Notwithftandin 
the Popeat this day faith, that he is exempted from all ſpiritual] 
and temporall Laws and juriſdition; thinking he holdeth of 
none but himſelf on earth, labouring to uſurpe the ſame authori- 
tie over Kings and Princes, that the Son of God had. and apply- 
ing to himſelf that ot our Saviour , Xatrth. 28, 18. ell power 4 
given to me in heaven and earth, but with this differences. that al- 


ever fabmiitted himſelf to Princes and Kings of the earth z.and the 
=_ having not this power, uſurpeth ic neverthelefc ſo farre as

Thence cometh it to paſſe, that he would bring under his au- 
thoritie and Dominions, Kings and Princes, and pretendeth 
them all to be ſubje&-and ttibutarie to his power,not onely in ſpi- 
ritual}, but even in temporal! things, and that with that ſabciltie 
andcraft, which Be-/larmine and other Romifh Doors call indi 
re& juriſdiftion and power ; whereby he maketh all the States 
Empires and aRions of Princes liable to his authoritie , it being 
impoſſible, but ſome intereſt or pretext of Religion or ſpicitu: |

And therefore it is a Maxime in the R omiſtSchooles,. that he 
may depoſe, eſtabliſh, and excommunicate Kings, interdi& their 
Dominions and Kingdoms , give all their eſtates in prey to. the 
firſt Conquerour, under the pretext and colour of Religion ; anc 
Hhe think them not ftrongly addifted.co maintain his faith-and 
doftrine, or rather if they ſhew not themſelves zealous. of the 
Gnthieie he word ofthe Caballo and hw cone canſe of theuſir] 
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And grounded upon this maxime, the Pope hath made uſe of 
that authoritic uponall occafions, and doth ic yer ſo much as he 
can, Witnefle that which the Pope hath lately done the 
Dukedomes of Ferrera and Urbin in Italy; which States he hath 
handſomely ſcized upon ;and would queſtionlefſe do the ſame or 
worſe with all other Princes, if his power did equall his will, 

But men are not now ſo ſimple as formerly; and the Popes Ca- 
nons fright now adayes but few, for now they begin tocrack,and 


| moſt Princes are too ſtrong and wiſenow to be led ſoby the noſe, 


or ſubmit their necks uader his feet, as ſome of their Anceſtors 
did ;although I belceve there would be many Pope Innocents 
found, if there were any Princelike Frederick, Barbareſſe, but they 
of our time are not ſofimple, 

Neverthelefſe he defilteth not (as he did in ancient time)to abuſe 
cimorous ſpirits, and make the name and intereſts of $*. Petey ro 
reſound loud every where, if a Prince take back that which the 
Pope had uſi upon him, he crieth that he robbeth &, Perers 
if he beg any thing fromthem to make up his greatnefſe, it is, faith 
he, for S. Peter and S. Paw! if any refuſe him, refuſe S. Pe- 
zer, faith he; Oh but S*, Peter will be warie to part in all 
thoſe P—__ and worldly vanities which are ſo to 
his exhortations, ſofar from his ecxamples,and ſolittle beſeeming 
the office of a true Paſtor of ſouls, and a Chriſtian Prieſt. 

But thoſe pretexts have ſerved him very much to: deceive and 
cozen a number of fimple Princes, with whoſe goods the being 
ence enriched , thereafter becometh more potent and proud to 
make war againft ther, and ruine them utterly and'their ſucceſ- 
ſours ; orelfe hath inriched his kindred, and increaſed and aug- 
mented his eftate in ſuch ſorr, that it far exceedeth at this preſence 
that of the greateſt Princes of Europe, | 

For what Prince is there at this preſent in Europe who hath 
24000. crownsto ſpend every day as the Pope of Rome ?and all 
thiseither begged or uſu the name and pretext of &. 
Peter. But I would willingly demand, if he worketh the works of 
S', Peter, and liveth as he did ſo to borrow his name; had $'., Peter 
as great wealth ? did he make as great chear? and'keep ach a 
Court? or ſomuch inriched his kindred? did &. Peter govern his 


ney GhyntnichHegres Hap prmeps? Yes truly with greater 


, reater ſanRtitic and edification;

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Peter, be condemned one day by the example of $*, Peter, whoſe 
name and cloke they uſe, not imitating his works, =

Andif the Popes complain-(as they do) of the.contemptofthe Will 


Princes of our age towards them ; let them live as did: S', Peter, 
whoſe name they carrie, then Princes and all Chriſtians will re- 
ſpeRtthemas S', Pezer. 

Indeed every one now ſeeth and confeſſeth, that thelay Lords 
have been (in a manner)too fimple, ſuffering themſelves to be ſo 
eafily cozened by the craft and inſatiable avarice of the Romiſh 
Clergie, who under pretext of devotion, of Purgatory, and lon 
prayers(as ſaith the Evangeliſt ) have ſnatched the pleaſanteſt ,
